The Committee have the pleasure to submit their Fifth Annual 
Report and Audited Statement of Accounts for the year ended 3lst 
December, 1927. 


The total Income for the year was £2,208 3s. 6d., as against 
£2,107 6s. 11d. the previous year—-an increase of £100 16s. 7d. 


The total Expenditure, including Depreciation, was £1,987 
14s. 2d. against £1,587 12s. 9d. the previous year—an increase of 
£400 1s. 5d. 


The Endowment Fund has been increased from £248 13s. 6d. 
to £848 13s. 6d. as the result of a legacy of £600 left by the late 
Mr. C. 7. Parsons. 


Building Additions. The new additions to the Hospital Building 
were completed in July and the accommodation now provided is 14 
beds and 3 cots, with an emergency bed when required in the 
public wards, and 3 private wards. 


X-Ray Apparatus. The X-Ray Apparatus, so kindly presented 
by Mr. and Mrs. E. Strong, has been in operation since July and 
has proved of the greatest benefit, 36 patients being X-rayed during 
the five months. 


Finance. The Committee are glad to report a further satisfactory 
increase in the number of “A” and “B” Contributors. The “A” 
scheme has realised £45 10s. 4d. and the “B”’ scheme £5 2s. 9d. 
more than in the previous year. There are now 1,704 A” con- 
tributors against 1,435 and 127 “B” contributors against 115 
in 1926. This increase is very satisfactory and reflects great 
credit on our hardworking collector, Miss Cox, and also shows the 
sustained and increasing interest in the hospital amongst those for 
whom itis chiefly intended. Subscriptions at £660 14s. 6d. show 
a small increase of £26 17s. 6d. In view of the large increase in 
the annual cost of running the Hospital, now that the accommodation 


for patients has been doubled, the Committee earnestly appeal to 
all supporters to assist them in their efforts to obtain new subscribers. 
Other contributions at £316 12s. 1ld. show a small increase of 
£7 15s. 6d. The special thanks of the Committee are tendered to 
Messrs. Jones, Pettigrew and Spurr for the sum of £32 14s. 2d. 
being the net proceeds of six dances organised by them in aid of the 
Funds of the Hospital. The thanks of the Committee are also 
tendered to the Crichton Dramatic Club, the Oxted and Limpsfield 
Football Club, the Tandridge Golf Club, the Oxted, Limpsfield, 
Tandridge and Districts Sports Club, the Oxted and Limpsfield 
Friendly Societies, the Chart Hut Men’s Club, the British Legion, 
Oxted Branch, the Queen Alexandra Rose Day Fund, the London 
Stock Exchange Mutual Subscription Fund and Mr. Collyer 
Hamlin for donations sent as a result of entertainments given and 
collections made by them on behalf of the Hospital. 


The Committee also desire to thank the Clergy and Churchwar- 
dens of Oxted, Limpsfield and Tandridge Churches for the sum of 
£54 6s. 3d. sent as the result of special church collections. The 
sum of £42 5s. 3d. received from Collecting Boxes is £6 8s. 7d. 
less than in the previous year. The Committee are grateful to all 
those who have held Collecting Boxes and they sincerely hope the 
result from the Boxes this year will show a decided advance. They 
feel this might best be achieved by placing the Boxes in prominent 
positions where they can be plainly seen. 


Anniversary Day. The Committee are happy to be able to report 
an increase. Gifts in money were £53 16s. Od. against £47 3s. Od., 
and groceries etc., 650 lbs. against 554 lbs. on the previous year. 


Medical Report. The Medical Committee’s report will be found 
on page 5. 


The number of Patients treated during the year was 198 against 
162 in the previous year. 92 operations were performed of which 
37 were major operations. 


The Committee are glad to be able to report that the services of 
Dr. J. P. Hedley have been secured as Honorary Consulting Gyne- 
cologist and Dr, Austey Shave as Honorary Consulting Radiologist, 
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Linen Guild. The report of the Linen Guild will be found on 
page 10, and the thanks of the Committee are due to all who have 
helped in this work. 


Staff. The Committee desire to place on record their very 
high appreciation of the services of the Matron and all the Members 
of the Staff, and they tender to them all their sincere thanks for 
services rendered during an exceptionally difficult year. 


Acknowledgements. The Committee desire to acknowledge 
with profound gratitude the ungrudging help rendered by the 
Medical Staff and Honorary Secretary, Treasurer, Solicitor and 
Auditor, and to tender to each and all their sincere thanks.

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RULES. 


1.—The Hospital is intended for the reception of acute Medi- 
cal and Surgical cases and accidents. Cases of mental disorder 
and of chronic or infectious diseases are not eligible for admission. 
Maternity cases can be admitted onlv on the recommendation of the 
Medical Committee. Out-patients are not admitted to the Hos- 
pital, except under exceptional circumstances. 


2.—All lands,, buildings, funds and other properties of the 
Hospital shall be vested in four Trustees. 


3.—Contributors under Schemes A and B, afier they shall have 
paid such contributions for at least three months, shall be eligible 
for ordinary treatment in the General Wards without charge. 
Subscribers and Contributors, using the private wards, shall pay 
for medical attendance, drugs, dressings, consultants’ fees and ward 
fees of from two to six guineas a week, as the House Committee 
may decide. 


A.—Weekly or daily wage earners who contribute— 
Twopence a week for each adult over 17, 
One penny a week for each child under 17, 
With a maximum of eightpence a week for each family. 
B.—Those who contribute— 
Fifteen shillings per annum for each adult over 17, 
Seven shillings and sixpence per annum for each child 
under 17, 
With a maximum of £2 12s. 6d. for each family per 
annum. 
C.— Those who subscribe a minimum of— 
Two guineas per annum for each adult over 17, 
Ten shillings and sixpence per annum for each child 
under 17, 
Or five guineas for a family subscription. 


The word family shall be held to mean a contributor or sub- 
scriber and his wife and all children under 17. 


Domestic servants of Subscribers of at least three guineas per 
annum shall be eligible for admission, if accommodation is available, 
on payment of fifteen shillings per head per week. 


The House Committee may, provided there is room, admit to 
the General Wards any person who is not a Subscriber or contri- 
butor on payment of a sum of one to five guineas a week. 


Non-subscribers may be admitted to a private ward on payment 
of a sum of six to ten guineas per week, 
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In exceptional cases the House Committee may admit, free of 
charge, discharged ex-service men suffering from effects directly 
caused by the War, or any necessitous or urgent case. 


4,—Annual Subscribers and Contributors under Schemes A, 
B and C shall be entitled to vote at General Meetings. 


5.—The Annnal General Meeting shall be held not later than 
the 30th April, and at such meeting the Annual Report shall be 
read, the Accounts presented, the Board of Management and the 
Auditor elected for the ensuing year, Trustees appointed, if there is 
a vacancy, and any other necessary business transacted. 


A Special Meeting, upon a written requisition, signed by at 
least ten Subscribers and/or Contributors, shall be called by the 
Board of Management. 


6.—At the Annual General Meeting a Board of Management 
of not more than twenty-five members shall be elected, and these 
shall have the power to co-opt not more than three members. At 
least ten members shall be elected from each of the two parishes. 


The Honorary Solicitor and two Members of the Medical Staff, 
_nominated by the Medical Committee, shall be ex-officio Members 
of the Board. 


7.—The Board of Management shall meet at least once a 
quarter, seven to form a quorum; it shall appoint its own Officers 
and the Matron, and shall have power generally to direct all the 
affairs of the Hospital, to make and alter Bye-laws and appoint all 
Committees. : 


8.—The House Committee shall be responsible for the domestic 
affairs of the Hospital, shall meet at least once a month (three to 
form a quorum), examine the house-keeping accounts and present 
them for payment to the Finance Committee. They shall confer 
with the Matron on household matters, and appoint and discharge 
the nurses and servants and report to each meeting of the Board of 
Management. In cases of emergency the Matron shall consult the 
Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the House Committee before taking 
action. 


9.--The Finance Committee shall meet once a month, have 
control of all funds, and transact all financial business in connection 
with the Hospital. 


10.—All medical men practising in the Parishes of Oxted and 
Limpsfield, together with such Medical and Surgical Consultants as 
may be appointed by the Board of Management, shall form the 
Medical Staff, 
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The Acting Medical Officers of the Hospital shall form the: 
Medical Committee, they shall elect each year two of their number 


to serve on the Board of Management, and shall form a rota for 


emergencies, each taking one week ata time. They shall report to- 


the House Committee all matters concerning the Medical efficiency 
of the Hospital. 


11.—No alteration shall be made in these Rules, except by the 


votes of two-thirds of those present at the Annual General Meeting, 
or ata meeting specially called for the purpose. Notice of any 


proposed alteration shall be given to the Secretary in writing at> 


least fourteen days before such meeting, and circulated by him, 
together with the notice convening the meeting. 


BYE-LAWS. 


1.—Patients sinall provide all personal clothing (and arrange~ 


for washing of the same) and all toilet necessaries. 


2.—Visiting Days, General Wards, Wednesday and Sunday, 
frem 2 to + p.m., not more than two visitors at one time to each 


patient. Private Wards, Mornings, 10.30 to 12 noon; Afternoons, —

only allowed by special permission of the Matron. 


3.—Parcels of any kind, intended for the Patients, shall be 
handed to the Matron. 


2 to+ p.m.; Evenings, 6 to 7 p.m. Visitors at other times are © 


4.—No Patient to be allowed outside the grounds, except by — 


permission of the Matron. 


§.—Smoking in the Wards shall only be allowed from 8 to 
9 a.m., 1 to 2 p.m., and 6 to 8 p.m. 


6.—No Patient shall remain in the Hospital for more than 
two months without the permission of the House Committee. 


7.—-Patients must obey the Rules of the Hospital, and be — 


subject to the control of the Medical Officers and Matron, or they 
will be discharged from the Hospital.
